Mr. Wakefield taking the chair, on motion, Messrs. Potter, 
Boardman and Thayer of Worcester were appointed a 
committee to receive, assort and ceunt the votes for Presi- 
dent of the Senate. 

And the votes having been cpUected, assorted and counted, 
it appeared that the Hon. Ho^race H, Ooolidge, of the Fourth 
Sufiblk District, was elected. 

And Mr. Coolidge, having been conducted to the chair by 
Messrs. Richardson and Frost, signified his acceptance of the 
office, and entered upon the discharge of its duties. 

On motion of Mr. Stickney, —

and count the votes for Clerk of the Senate.

A bill (from the House) in addition to an act to meet cer- Appropri*. 
tain expenditures authorized the present year, and for other ^'"' 
purposes, was read three times under a suspension of the 
rule, and passed to be engrossed in concurrence. 

A communication was received from the Clerk of the ^^ 
House, announcing that the Senate bill in relation to deposits 
in savings banks had been rejected by that branch. 

Mr. Whitney of Norfolk (Mr. Wakefield in the Chair) Pmidwit. 
ofifered the following resolution, which was read and unani- 
mously adopted : — 

Resolvedy That the members of this Senate, without dis- 
senting voice, take pleasure in tendering to our honored and 
beloved President, Hon. Horace H. Ooolidge, the profound 
acknowledgement of this body, for the uniform courtesy, 
ability and impartiality with which he has discharged the 
responsible duties of President during the session now about 
to close. We desire, also, as individuals, to express hereby 
our gratitude for the kind and gentle, yet dignified and 
effective, manner in which he has ever recalled us to parlia- 
mentary law, when we have trespassed upon the rules of the 
Senate ; and to assure him that the prompt and suggestive 
perspicuity with which he has indicated to us the proper ac- 
tion we should take to reach our desires in bringing before 
the Senate, in proper form, under our rules, questions for 
legislation, has been observed, and so long as we shall live will 
be appreciated by each one of us. Not doubting that he has 
a brilliant and useful future before him, we shall always take 
pleasure in bearing testimony to his worth as a man, and to 
his value as a pubUc servant. 

The President, resuming the Chair, replied as follows : — 
Senators : — I am deeply grateful for the kind words of this 
resolution, and for the still more kindly manner in which it 
was offered. . I have not thought it proper, nor was it in ac- 
cordance with my own feelings, to prepare any speech what- 
ever. I felt that whatever I could say would come warmest 
from my heart, if unprepared. The duties of the presiding 
officer of this branch of the legislature are not arduous, but 
they are exceedmgly pleasing. During the three years which 
I have occupied this position, I think I may say I have passed 
some of the happiest hours of my life in this chamber ; and 
the uniform courtesy and kindness which I have experienced 
I shall long remember. During the long period of that ser- 
vice, there has never been an appeal taken from the Chair, 
excepting in one case, and that in order to sustain the Chair. 
I have felt that the confidence reposed in me by the Senate 
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President, demanded of me my best endeavor to so shape the business 
of the Senate that it should meet the approval, not only of all 
of the senators, but of all the people of this Commonwealth. 
The most responsible and less pleasing duty which rests on 
the President of the Sen?ite is the appointment of commit- 
tees. It is necessary for him to do it early in the session, 
long before he can determine what the characteristics and 
peculiarities of each special senator are. He may know the 
small number of faces who are returned out of those who 
were with him the year before ; but the larger majority are 
strangers, and it is almost impossible for him to decide as to 
their fitness or unfitness for any particular duties ; and, too, 
the diflFerent parts of the State are to be balanced, so that 
there should not be any one part better represented on a 
committee than any other part ; and, with all these difficul- 
ties I could not, of course, expect for one moment to succeed 
in satisfying all members of the Senate ; but I do hope, and, 
from the candid words which come from different sources, I 
have reason to believe, that I did give an ordinary degree of 
satisfaction in the appointment of the committees ; and in 
their appointment I desired above all things that the welfare 
of the State should be protected, and that her business should 
be properly proceeded with. And I can say to you, in all 
confidence, that never have former committees done such 
good service as the committees of the Senate of 1872, and in 
the shortest space of time, probably, for ten years ; and it is 
due to the Senate of Massachusetts, and to the chairmanship 
of both branches, and it must have the thanks of the com- 
munity for the amount of labor which we have performed so 
well, I stand here. Senators, at the close of nearly seven 
years of service in the Commonwealth. They have been the 
happiest years of my life. I have been enthusiastic in my 
love for the service of Massachusetts. It is for others to 
decide how well I have served her. This I know, I have 
served her honestly ; and it is with a feeling of sadness that 
I think, as I go forth from this chamber for the last time, 
that the places, in all probability, which have known me so 
long, will know me no more forever ; but I shall carry into 
my retirement a feeling of admiration for the men who have 
sat around me in this body and in the other branch of the 
legislature, each one of whom I shall be glad to meet, and, 
whatever may be my fate in after life, I shall certainly ex- 
tend a warm and cordial hand to. I must- say this, and it 
would not be in justice to my own feelings, if I have deserved 
one-half of what you have said, did I not pay my tribute of 
affection to our worthy Clerk. There is no man at this

board that does not warmly appreciate the qualities which 
make him so successful, and above all, his eminent patience. 
I think I never saw such a patient man in my life. But let 
me say to you, as the presiding oflBcer, that his success is 
greatly and materially enhanced by the services of the Clerk. 
I return, also, my thanks for the fidelity with which your 
Assistant Clerk has performed his duties. He has been 
always modest and retiring. I am sure you will be glad to 
see him succeed in after life. And I return my thanks to. 
the Sergeant-at-Arms and all the officers who have served 
under liim, and towards whom I have the most friendly 
feelings. 

Those who have sent us here have to pass upon our work. 
For my own part, I am willing to submit it to the judgment of 
an intelligent public ; and I believe that the verdict as ren- 
dered will be, that the legislature of 1872 has passed many 
wise laws and omitted to pass many unwise laws, and demands 
well of the Commonwealth.

Of the Duties and Powers of the President. 

Rule 1. (1.) The President shall take the chsdr every day 
at the hoar to which the Senate shall have adjourned, shall call 
the members to order, and, on the appearance of a quorum, shall 
proceed to business. 

RuLB 2. (2, 4.) He shall preserve order and decorum, may 
speak to poinfl^ of order in preference to other members, and 
shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal. He 
shall rise to put a question or to address the Senate, but may 
read sitting. 

Rule 3. (3.) He shall declare all votes ; but, if any mem- 
ber rises to doubt a vote, the President shall order a return of 
the number voting in the affirmative and in the negative, with- 
out further debate. 

Rule 4. (5.) The President may vote on all questions. 

Rule 5. (7.) When any member shall move that any 
question be taken by yeas and nays, the President shall take the 
sense of the Senate in that manner, provided one-fifbh of the 
members present shall so direct. 

Rule 6. (10.) When a question is under debate, the Presi- 
dent shall receive no motion but to ad^foumy to proceed to the 
consideration of the special assignment^ to lay on the table^ to 
postpone to ajlay certain^ to commity to amend, to refer to the 
next Geneml Court, or to postpone indefinitely, which several 
motions shall have precedence in the order in which they stand 
arranged. 

Rule 7. (11.) The motion to adjourn, when made while 
any other question is pending, and the motions to lay on the 
table, to take from the table and for the yeas and nays, shall be 
decided without debate.

Of the HigfUSf DuHes and Decorum of Members. 

Rule 11. (20.) Every member, when he speaks, shall stand 
in his place, an4 address the President. 

RiTLB 12. (22.) No member shall speak more than once on 
one qaestion, to the prevention of any other who has not spoken 
and is desirous to speak; nor more than twice, without obtain- 
ing leave of the Senate. 

Rule 13. (21.) No member speaking shall be interrupted 
by another, but by rising to call to order. 

Rule 14. After a question is put to a vote, no member shall 
shall speak to it. 

Rule 15. (50.) Every member presenting a Petition, 
Memorial, or Remonstrance, shall indorse his name thereon, 
and, in the filing thereof, state briefly the nature and object of 
the instrument; and the reading of the same shall be dispensed 
with, unless specially ordered by the Senate. 

Rule 16. (38.) Any motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the President so direct. ^ 

Rule 17. (23.) When" vote has pasikd, except on mo- 
tions specified in Rule 7, it shdl be in order for any member to 
move a reconsideration thereof on the same or the succeeding 
day : and such motion, if made on the same day, shall be placed 
first in the Orders of the Day, for the day succeding that on 
which it is made ; but, if first moved on such succeeding day, it 
shall be forthwith considered ; and when a motion for 'recon- 
sideration is decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered : pro- 
videdf however^ that a motion to reconsider a vote upon any 
collateral matter shall not remove the main subject under con- 
sideration, irom before the Senate, but shall be considered at 
the time when it is made. 

Rule 18. (25.) Bills, resolves, and other papers, in refer- 
ence to which any member has a right to move a reconsidera- 
tion, shall remain in the possession of the Clerk until the right 
of reconsideration has expired.

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Rule 19. (34) A qnestion containing two or more propo- 
sitions capable of division, shall be divided whenever desired 
by any member. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible. But a motion to strike out, being lost, shall 
neither preclude amendment nor a motion to* strike oat and 
insert. 

Rule 20. (37.) The unfinished business in which the Sen- 
ate was engaged at the time of the last adjournment, shall have 
the preference in the Orders of the Day, next after motions to 
reconsider. 

No member shall be permitted to vote or 
serve on any committee on a question where his private right is 
immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

Rule 22. No member shall absent himself from the Senate 
without leave, unless there be a quorum without his presence. 

Rule 23. (7, 32.) Whenever a question shall be taken by 
yeas and nays, the Clerk shall call the names of all the mem- 
bers, except the President, in alphabetical order; and every 
member present shall answer to his name, unless excused before 
the vote is taken ; and no member shall be permitted to vote 
after the decision is announced from the chair. 



Of Committees. 

Rule 24. (43.) «It shall be thWduty of every member of 
the Senate, who moves that any^iStanding Committee be in- 
structed to inquire into the expediency of amending an existing 
law, to point out to such Committee, in writing, the amendment 
which he deems expedient, and to ftimish a written statement 
of the facts and authorities in fSstvor thereof to' such Committee, 
if by them required. 

Rule 25. (67.) The following Standing Committees shall 
be appointed at the commencement of the first session, to wit : — 

A Committee on the Judiciary ; 

A Committee on Bills in the Third Reading; 
And each of these Committees shall consist of five members. 

A Committee on Matters of Probate and Chancery; 

A Committee on the Treasury ; 

A Committee on Printing ; 

A Committee on Engrossed Bills ; 
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A Committee on Leave of Absence ; 
And each of these Committees shall consist of three members. 

RuLB 26. (16y 68.) All Committees shall be appointed by 
the President, unless otherwise specially directed by the Senate, 
and the person first named shall be Chairman. In all elections 
of Committees by ballot, the person having the highest nnmber 
of votes shall act as Chairman. 

BuLX 27. (42.) When a motion is made to commit any 
subject, and different Committees shall be proposed, the ques- 
tion shall be taken in the following order : A Standing Commit- 
tee of the Senate— a Select Committee of the Senate — a Joint 
Standing Conmiittee — ^a Joint Select Committee. 

Bulb 28. Reports of Committees, except such as do not 
propose final action, and Reports of Committees of Conference, 
shall, unless otherwise specially ordered, be placed in the Orders 
of the Day next succeeding that on which they shall be presented 
to the Senate. 

Rule 29. No Committee shall be allowed to occupy the 
Senate Chamber without leave of the Senate. 

Rule 80. (52.) No bill or resolve affecting the rights of 
individuals or private or municipal corporations, or the Com 
monwealth, shall be reported to the Senate by any Committee, 
unless it shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of the Com- 
mittee that notice had been given in the manner provided by 
law ; or, unless such notice as the Committee shall direct shall • 
have been given, and proper proof of the same placed before the 
Committee ; or, unless, in the judgment of the Committee, no 
notice to the parties or public is necessary. 

Of BiUs and JResolves. 

Rule 81. (57, 58.) All bills and Resolves shall be written 
in a fair, round hand, without interlineations, on not less than 
one sheet of paper, with suitable margins and spaces between 
the several sections or resolves. No bill or resolve shall be in- 
troduced by a member without special leave ; and all bills and 
resolves, when so introduced, shall be committed before they 
are passed to a second reading. 

Rule 82. All bills and resolves from the House of Repre- 
sentatives, after they are read a first time, shall be committed 
to a committee of the Senate, except when said bills or resolves 
shall have been reported by a joint committee. 
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KuLE 33. (56, 64.) No bill or resolve, or substitute therefor, 
shall pass to be engrossed without three readings on three sev- 
eral days ; and bills and resolves in the second and third read- 
ings shall be made the order of the day for the day next suc- 
ceeding that on which leave shall have been given to read them 
a second or third time, and the President shall order them ac- 
cordingly. After being placed in the Orders of the Day, they 
shall be disposed of in course ; and matters passed over in the 
Orders of the Day shall go to the foot of the list, and shall not 
be considered till the next day.

between the several sections or resolves.

Leave to report in print, shall not be construed to authorize 
the printing of extended reports of evidence. 

No binding or engraving shall be ordered, except upon the 
report of the Joint Committee on Printing accepted by the 
legislature. 

Bills, reports and other documents, printed under the general 
order gf either House, shall be distributed as follows, to wit :
